It was indicated that the hearing 
would be conducted as rapidly as pos- 
sible on. Friday. The defense has sub- 
poenaed about twenty witnesses, but 
there is no indication as to how long 
it will require for thefr testimony or 
‘what the nature of it will be. Judge 
Hill did not announce as to whether 
he would allow any extension of time 
for counsel’s arguments. The time -us- 
ually allowed in a misdemeanor case 
is thirty minutes to the side and during 
the Cook trial this rule was rigidly 
1 enforced.

and college boys will be sent to the 


fields and factories of the state during 
July and August to release men for 


oyerseas service and to save the crops 
for the nation. A representative gath- 
ering of school teachers, meeting Thurs- 
day afternoon in the senate chamber 
at the state capitgl, enrolled themselves 
as recruiting officers to attain this end 
and starteqd a whirlwind campaign for 
enlistment in the United States Boys’ 
Working reserve. 
Professor J. T. Derry, 
of Atlanta; J. M. Giles, his assistant, 


of Athens; County School Superintend- 
ent Wardlaw, and others, made ad- 
dresses explaining the project. 

The United States Boys’ Working 
reserve is a branch of the war service 
open for voluntary enlistment. Boys 
and young men who are 16 years of 
age or over, but not old enough for 
military service, may enlist in this 
branch, They will remain at their 
studies until the end of the school year, 
at which time they will be sent, by 
machinery provided by the United 
States government through the work- 
ing reservé and other branches, to 
farms and orchards in the state. 

This action wil) be taken to save 
the ,crops of the state from partial de- 
atidation due to the heavy draft upon 
farm labor of war industries and the 
United States army. 

Teachers te Recruit. 

Every school teacher in the state, 
particularly every high school teacher, 
is expected to become commissioned as 
a recruiting officer for this reserve. 
Such teachers and others in this serv- 
ice will spread broadcast in Georgia 
during next week information that will 
be sent to them setting forth the se- 
rious condition of the agricultural com- 
munities of the state and the true na- 
ture of the ‘Boys’ Working reserve. 

No boy will be coerced into joining 
this movement. He will be given the 
information and will be invited to en- 
list in the cause with his parents’ con- 
sent. This enlistment will be his pledge 
to apply himself to some one of many 
opportunities for farm service, which | 
will be presented to him, or to some 
industrial enterprise of value in win- 
ning the war. He may enlist for one: 
of three different kinds of service—ag- 
ricultural, industrial or vocational. 

Completion of six weeks of farm 
work, of ten weeks of industrial work,

COMPRESS COMPANY 
ASKS HIGHER RATES 


Savannah Concern Petitions 
for Increase in Rates for 
Compressing Cotton. 


The Savannah Compress and Ware- 
house company filed with the railroad 
commission of Georgia on Thursday a 
petition asking an increase in rates 
charged for compressing cotton. The 
petition is based upon alleged increased 
costs of materials and labor and asks 
that the present rate for low density 
compression of 50 cents a bale be in- 
creased to 76 cents while the rate for 
high ‘density compression be increased 
from 80 cents to $1.20. 

The Savannah company is one of very 


few companies in the state which has| 


installed machinery for high compres- 
sion of cotton, a new departure in cot- 


ton shipping brought about Dy the 
scarcity of ship tonnage and railroad 
cars incident to the war. Its action in 
this regard is not expected, therefore, 
to result in a flood of similar petitions 
but it was intimated at the office of 
the railroad commission on Thursday 
that a general demand for increase in 
the rate charged for ordinary compres- 
sion may follow from a large number 
of compressing plan in the state.

While we are timidly proceeding on the 
theory that it would be offensive to Russia 
for the allies to take advantage of the strong 
arm of Japan, which is not only ready, but 
eager, to come in as an actual force co-oper- 
ating aggressively with the allies to stop 
the German sweep eastward, the announce- 
ment is made that the Germans have cap- 
tured Odessa, and with the acquisition of

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“THE BOND ISSUE. - 


At a conference between the special 
bond’ committee of city council and repre- 
sentatives of the Presidents’ club last Wed- 
nesday it was agreed that it is advisable to 
postpone the forthcoming municipal bong 
e@fection for sixty days. 

This is a wise course; not that there is 
any doubt that twothirds of the voters of 
Atlanta are in favor of the bond proposal, 
and would vote for it if the election were to 
take place as called, but because the only 
way to meet the deadly Georgia bond law 
is by long preparation and effective organi- 
zation, and this cannot be done in the short 
time intervening between now and the date 
set for the election. 

- Against the fearful handicap of this un- 
progressive law there is only one possible 
way to carry this bond election, and that is 
by the construction of a systematic, indi- 
vidual, house-to-house organization to ag- 
gressively urge the bond issue. Every civic 
organization in Atlanta must get back of 
the proposal and get actively and aggres- 
sively back of it, in order for it to be as- 
sured of success. 

Not only is it necessary to marshal the 
approval of two-thirds of the voters who 
can be relied upon to vote at the election, but 
it is necessary ‘to enlist the sympathy and 
assurance of support of enough voters in 
addition to the voting two-thirds to outweigh 
the dead men, the living absentees and the 
other non-votérs who were registered a year 
ago—and many of whom cannot, or will not, 
vote now. Regardless of where they are on 
election day, they willbe counted as voting 
against, the bond proposal, if they do not 
actually vote for it. 

To marshal this requisite force is going 
to take work—careful, thorough, hard work. 

Fortunately, all of the civic organizations 
have come in on the side of the bonds, but 
the work of organization has just begun. 

It is, therefore, gratifying that the elec- 
tion date is to be moved ahead; and now 
there is not a day to be lost, and all good 
citizens must get busy, and during every 
available hour of the time between now and 
election day they must remain actively at 
work. 


A RURAL INVENTORY- 

During the current month the federal 
government will make a complete survey of 
rural conditions in Georgia, with especial 
reference to the farm labor situation, and in- 
cluding the accumulation of reliable data 
concerning the rural population in general— 
live stock, land acreage, character of crops 
planted and the amount of each; fruit pro- 
duction, the demand for seeds, etc. 

The survey will be made by the pupils 
of the higher grades in the public schools in 
each county, with the co-operation of county 
school ‘superintendents and teachers, and 
under the joint auspices of the public school 
system, the-state department of labor, the 
extension division of the state college of 
agriculture, and the state and national de- 
partments of agriculture, the work to be 
done under the 9g direction of J. E. 
Bodenhamer, farm help specialist of the 
office of farm management, United States 
départment of agriculture; who has been 
sent to Georgia for this purpose, and who is 
making his headquarters at the state capital. 

This survey of rural Georgia is incidental 
to a similar survey that the federal govern- 
ment is making, or will make, of every state 
in the union, all of which, when finished, 
will amount to a complete inventory of the 
rural resources and ne of the en- 
tire country. 

It is a work that is rich in possibilities 
for good for the various communities, coun- 
ties and states and for the federal govern- 
ment, and it merits all the co-operation of 
the citizens that can be given it. * 

Furthermore, the idea of having the col- 
lection of the.data done by the school pupils 
is a fine one, since that plan will have the 
effect of giving the rural boys and rural 
girls of the staté an opportunity to be of 
distinct service and an intimate, first-hand 
knowledge of affairs and conditions in their 
home communities that, in turn, will tend to 
stimulate and freshen their dntereat in rural 
life generally. 

The survey is bound to be of service in 
the solution of the farm labor shortage prob-

Such a 
mandate was refused to the men who now 
usurp power ig Russia by the constituent 
assembly, the only national . representative 
assembly in Russia since the czar was de- 
posed. Trotzky and his associates refused 
to accept the will of the majority. of Rus- 
sians as so represented; they dispersed the 
constituent assembly; since then their pow- 
er has rested on the bayonets and machine 
guns of a disorganized: soldiery, and on the 
support of-the local bodies of their own 
faction—that is, on the various workmen’s 
and soldiers’ committees. Politically speak- 
ing, there is no Russia; geographically 
speaking, Russia is falling apart, and Ger- 
many has her grasp on the severed. portions. 

It is therefore of the utmost importance 
to the self-governing Russia of the future 
that an end should be put to the constantly 
increasing yielding of the Lenine-Trotzky 
faction to Germany's demands. The. state- 
ment is made from Berlin that German mili- 
tary action in Russia has ceased because a 
preliminary treaty of peace has been signed 
by Trotzky’s delegates. What was the 
price? The terms of the treaty have not 
been made public, but it is known that again 
Germany has added new demands to those 
formerly refused by Trotzky. One most sig- 
nificant condition is known—Germany’s in- 
sistence that Turkey shall receive back the 
territory in the region of Erivan,. Batum, 
and Kars gained by Russia long ago in her 
wars with Turkey. This means simply that 
Germany, in scorn of the opinion of the 
civilized world, ‘indorses her unspeakable 
ally, and assumes part of the guilt of the 
atrocious Armenian slaughter in this war. 
By itself alone, this indicates Germany’s 
purpose of aggression in the east. The oc- 

cupation of Kiev by Germany is another in- 
dication. 

If Japan enters Siberia, that will prevent 
the possibility of Germany (or, what is much 
the same, the Bolshevik faction) seizing 
the enormous store of war munitions piled 
up at Vliadivostok.. Much of: this material 
came from America. It will also prevent 
future extension of the Greater Germany to 
the Pacific—perhaps the most menacing de- 
velopment of Pan-Germany. It will block 
the danger from the two hundred, thousand 
German and Austrian prisoners in Siberia. 
It will protect China’s interest in the Chi- 
nese Eastern railway in Manchuria, which 
is part of the Trans-Siberian railway. It 
will guard Japan’s interest in the enormous 
stores of munitions sold by Japan, not to 
the Bolsheviki, but to Russia. In the broad

In exchange for Japan’s assurances the 
United States, on its part, has admitted that 
Japan has certain special interests in the 
east and has a right to guard those inter- 
ests, just as America guards American in- 
terests in Haiti and Nicaragua. The Sibe- 
rian movement comes under the principle, 
if not the verbal expression, of this mutual 
understanding. Japan’s leadership in the 
east may here be turned ‘to the account of 
her allies in the great war. It is to be ex- 
pected, that the proposed entry into Russian 
territory will be accompanied by a direct 
statement from Japan that Russia’s own 
interests—that is, the interests of the Rus- 
sian people, not of the faction in temporary 
power—is the ruling motive. With such a 
motive, the entry of Japan’s forces into Rus- 
sia will be as truly a protective movement 


as that of English soldiers into Belgium 


for the protection of the Belgians. The Jap- 
anese premier a few weeks ago declared be- 
fore the Japanese parliament, “Japan holds 
herself responsible for: peace in this part of 
the world.” Japan’s present proposal is the 
putting of this declaration into action. 
It is not certain, as we write, that Amer- 
ica’s assent to this movement has been 
asked. The reports are that not a mere 
assent but a request from England and 
France will be forthcoming. If for any rea- 
son the United States is not formally called 
upon to act, it should at’ least of its own 
volition express its approval. And even if 
the feeling is one of disapproval, which we 


do not believe, the expression ought to be 


made at once, and it ought.to be unquali- 
fiedly No or Yes. The answer No might, 
and probably would, offend Japan;, but it 
would at least indicate resolution, and would 
inspire respect. The answer Yes would also 
indicate strength, honor, and would inspire 
cordiality.. A hesitating, delaying, watchful, 
waiting policy would indicate neither 
strength nor cordiality, and would inspire 
neither respect nor friendship.

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Registering Land Titles 
And the Time Required 


By William E. Arnaud. 
(Examiner for Fulton County,:.Under Land 
Registration Act.). 

Editor Constitution: How much does-it 
cost, and how long does it take to reg!s- 
ter a title, are the questions most frequent- 
ly asked concerning the method of regis- 
tering title to real estate under the New) 
Land Registration Act of Georgia. 

These questions can only be answered in 
a general way; but’ property owners can, 
perhaps, get a fairly satisfactory answer 
to these sabaaes ean from what is hereinafter 
stated. 


Cost of entaterina Titles. 

The act provides that: each - application 
for initial registration shall be accompanied 
with a deposit of $20, to guarantee court 
costs. It is further provided that the ap- 
plicant may be required by the court from 
time to time to make additional deposits. In 
contested cases the judge of the superior 
court may award the cost in such cases, 
according to his discretion, and to that end, 
the judge may assess all the cost against 
one of the parties, or may divide it among 
any, or all of the parties in such ratio as 
seems just. by 

The clerk of the court for his services 
from the time of filing the application up 
to and including .the registration and issue 
of the owner's ¢ertificate of title, is al- 
lowed $4 and postage. In contested cases, 
$3 additional may be allowed the clerk, 
as further compensation. 

The examiner is allowed $1 per. thousand, 
or fraction thereof, on the value of the land 
as determined by the court, 
$10 for examining a title, and making his 
report to the court. No matter how great 
may be the value of the land, the exam- 
iner’s fee cannot exceed $1 per thousand on 
a valuation of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars. In contested cases, the judge may, in 
his discretion, allow the examiner additional 
compensation for hearing the adverse claims 


and reporting his findings of law and fact, 


to the court, but in an amount not exceed- 
ing the fee allowed an auditor for reporting 
his findings in equity cases under the pro- 
visions of the Georgia code. _ 

The sheriff is allowed $1 for ascertain- 
ing and reporting to the court, the names 
and addresses of the persons actually oc- 
cupying the premises described in the ap- 
The sheriff is also allowed $1 
for each service of process and notice re- 
quired, and 50,cents for posting a* copy of 
the application upon the described premises. 


There is a further cost of advertising the | 


application for registration, which published 
notice must appear during four separate 
weeks in the newspaper in which the cher- 
iff's sales are, advertised. Aside from the 
description of the premises, the notice is 
prief .and the cost of advertising should 
‘These are the principal cx- 
penses attached to registering land titles;

Sarcoma or Galloping Cancer. 

1. What is known as the general cause 
of sarcoma? 2. Does this disease generally 
occur in a young person? 3. How long does 
it continue? 4. Can you give me general 
symptoms of sarcoma? 5. Is it curable? If 
so, how? (L. C.) | : 

ANSW'PR—1. The cause of cancer is un- 
known. The type of cancer called sarcoma 
often develops upon the site of a recent in- 
jury. 2. Sarcoma is frequent in children and 
young adults, but occurs in all ages. 3. 
Three months to one year on the average. 
4. A lump or swelling, with or without pain, 
and general loss’of strength and health, 
should always cauge suspicion of cancer and 
warrant immediate examination by your doc- 
tor. Procrastination or hesitation is fatal. 
5. If removed by operation very early there is 
an excellent chance of complete cure. No 
other treatment is successful .in even a 
minority of cases. Sarcoma ocours any- 
where in the body or on the surface, and. 
may be called “galloping cancer” because it 
is the most rapidly poisonous and fatal of 
all types of cancer. But it extends, if at all, 
by minute particles entering the blood stream 
and lodging at far distant points, there te 
develop new growths; locally it is definitely 
walled off from normal tissues, no ‘roots,’ 
and hence when removed is unlikely to recur 
at the point of operation, though there is no 
way of predicting whether “metastasis” 
(particles lodged elsewhere in the body) has 
occurred prior to operation; this will become 
apparent only ‘months after operation. It is 
the reason why sarcoma, of all types of 
cancer, must be radically attacked by the 
knife at the very earliest moment. 


Clammy Sweating Hands. 


Can you suggest anything to prevent 
sweating of the hands? My hands are al- 
ways moist and clammy with perspiration, 
and sometimes this’ is very embarrassing.

Have you ever stopped to consider 
the vital part that the modern camera 
is playing in the present war? If not, 
you will find a number of interesting 
points in a lecture delivered the early 
part of this week by Professor Weiss, 
of Georgia Tech, to the Lutheran 
Brotherhood of Atlanta, in which he 
gives an accurate and forceful descrip- 
tion of the work of the lens on the bat- 
tlefield. 

“It was photography that sharpened 
the nose of the modern bullet and made 
the unsteady blunt of the Spanish war 
missile into the accurate, high velocity 
point of today,” said Professor H. A, 
Weiss. “An actual photograph of a 
bullet leaving the barrel of a rifle es- 
tablished the fact of atmospheric re- 
sistance, even in the case of a bullet 
on its way through space, and convince 
the experts that a sharp-pointed shot 
would speed forth with greater ac- 
curacy and effectiveness than the 
round-nosed bullet, just as a torpedo 
boat destroyer shoots through the waves 
of the sea so much faster*than the 


slow-plowing canal boat.” 


Professor Weiss in his address gave 
a most interesting resume of the de- 
velopment of the camera, emphasizing 
particularly the tremendous part played 
by photography in the present war. He 
referred to the aviation training school 
at Georgia Tech and stated that a 
prominent kodak company had estab- 
lished a special training school for avi- 
ation photographers covering a course 
of eight weeks in order to assist Uncle 
Sam in expediting preparations for this 
branch of the work. The camera is the 
most essential single factor in modern 
warfare and the explanation of its 
great value is that its lens see so 


much farther and so much more than 


the human eye is able to detect. The 


airman with his camera constitutes 
the first line of attack in a modern bat- 
tle, while the air battle plane to fight 
off the air photographer on the other 
hand is the first line of defense. 

“A very recent development of the 
photographic art,’”’ continued Professor 
Weiss, “is the horizontal moving pic- 
ture film instead of the vertical film. 
making possible a picture with just 
double the present range of camera 
vision.” 

Professor Weiss further explained 
that the type of the airman’s camera 
affected greatly the success of an ex- 
posure and he described the various 
kinds used by the belligerents, varying 
from a bulky four-footer, used by the 
French, to an automatic, compass con- 
trolled, model of the Italians. The 
American type will be fitted with the 
very latest attachments, including rexz- 


ulation Springfield rifle sights for 
proper focusing. 
The camera, said Professor Weiss, 


also divulged the principles utilized in 
the Maxim silencer. The most advanc- 
ed step in the art, that of cable pho- 
tography, was interrupted in the ex- 
perimental stage by the advent of the 
war, but pictures have actually been 
transmitted by cable. The handicap 
of the camera is its ability to record 
in only black and white and this sus- 
ceptibility affords the principal use of 
camouflage in the present war, for 
the purpose of deceiving the eye of the 
airman’s camera.
